Petris bill 
moves out 


on 7-2 vote 


ALBANY — SB119, the 
bill sponsored by State 
Senator Nickolas Petris, 
was passed out of the 
California State Assembly 
Wednesday, according to 
advices received Thursday. 

The bill, to grant the Al- 
bany Unified School Dis- 
trict some $176,000, is to go 
to the Assembly Ways and 
Means committee on Tués- 
day, June 5, it was noted. 

Albany School Superin- 
tendent Charles KE. Me- 
Cully, Ruth Ganong, presi- 
dent of the Albany Board of 
Kducation, and Vice Presi- 
dent Peggy Thomsen, ac- 
companied McCulley to 
Sacramento to aid in push- 
ing for the bill.” 

SB11Y will give ghe Dis- 
tpict a special funding for 
the education of foreign'and 
non-immigrant students 
enrolled in the District. The 
bill has been pushed by Pet- 
ris and aided along by 
McCulley. The vote to move 
the bill out of Committee 
was 7-2, it was learned. 

According to Mrs. Thom- 
sen, McCully and Petris 
both worked very hard lob- 
bying the bill out of the 
committee and rounding up 
the necessary votes to get 
SB119 to the Ways and 
Means committee. Mrs. 
Thomsen-also said Petris 
personally is carrying the 
bill through to assure pas- 
sage; it was said.

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Albany parents 
ask questions 
at hearing 


ALBANY — What was to be a public hearing to 
satisfy state requirements that there are no racial nor 
-ethnic segregation in the schools.of the Albany Unified 
School District. turned into an inquisition of the members 
of the Board of Education last Tuesday evening. 
The-hearing was held as part of a directive from Wil- 
son Riles, State Superintendent of Schools. that each 
school district in the state must submit to the State De- 
partment of Education, by law, prior to July 1. that the 
district’s governing board has determined. there are no 
schools within the district that “have or are in danger of 
having racial or ethnic segregation.” With only one mid- 
dle school and one high school, the only consideration 


Cornell. 

After Dr. Richard Rosen- 
quist, Assistant Superin- 
tendent of Schools, outlined 
the purpose of the public 
hearing, persons in the au- 
dience questioned the racial 
balance in the staffing of 
the schools. Contendin 
notice sent home and the 
notice published were not of 
sufficient information to 
limit the hearing to just the 
balance of races in the 
school pupil population, 
several persons in the audi- 
ence asked for a greater 
breakdown of: the 
employees of the school dis- 
trict as to race and color. 

After some time of ques- 
tions that could not be 
answered as to exact num- 
bers by either Charles E, 
McCully, Superintendent of 
Schools or Dr. Rosenquist. 
Mrs. D.M. DuPeron, a pa- 
rent, said she did not es 
lieve the staff was fully in- 
formed and asked that 
another hearing be-held. 
prior to the submission of 
the report to the state, with 
the number of ethnic 
employees to be appended 
to the report. broken down 
by race and employment. 

The strongest accusation 
came from Mrs. Lolita 
Rivas who accused the 
board and the administra- 
tion of ‘definite lies. There 
is a racial problem in the 
district and it is growing 
and nothing is being done 
about it.’’ McCully stated 
there is no racial problem, 
as far as he and the ad- 
ministration is concerned 
and cited the charts pre- 
ped by Dr. Rosenquist as 

is proof. The charts 
showed thé pércentage of 
minorities ‘in the Albany 
schools is fairly constant. 
ranging from a low of 33 
percent at Marin School fo 
37 percent at Albany High 
School and Middle School.

ALBANY — It is going to 
cost more to go swimmin 
in Albany pool as a result o 

‘action taken last Tuesday 
at the regular meeting of 
the Board of Education of 
the Albany Unified School 
District. 

The new pool fees as 
adopted amounted to 50 
cents to $1 for both resi- 
dents and non-residents. 
The pool is showing a profit, 
according to Mrs. Audrey 
Whiteman, director of Al- 
bany Pool. Her budget for 
1979-80 has been set at 
$70,000 but the pool, to this 
date, has brought in over 
her budgeted amount this 
year. As a matter of fact, 
she said the pool has 
brought in some $79;000 to 
date with still several 
months to go. The raise, in 
view of expected lost pat- 
ronage due to the energy 
crunch, will bring the pool 
back to a self-supportive 
stand. : 

The raise in rates will still 
show Albany Pool is less 
than either Richmond, El 
Cerrito or Berkeley pools. 
The new fees are as fol- 
lows: 10 half-hour lessons 
for children are raised from 
$7.50 to $8.00 for residents 
and from $8.50 to $9.00 for 
non-residents. The same 
number of lessons for resi- 
dent adults has been 
changed from $15 to $16 for 
the 30 minute sessions and 
from $17 to $18 for non- 
residents. 

Mrs. Whiteman, when she 
made her request for the 
increased fees, praised her 
staff who have performed 
beyond expectations. She 
said that the smooth opera- 
tion of the pool is a reflec- 
tion of her assistants. 

The pool is open for lap 
swimming from 7:30 a.m. 
to 8:30 a.m. and from 5:30 
to 6:30 p.m. Lessons start at 
9:30 a.m. and change from 
time to time. Open swim- 
ming hours are from 3 to 
4:50 Monday through 
Saturday and from 7:30 to 
9:30 p.m., on Tuesday, 
Thursday and Friday.
